INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 
REPORT OF THE HOUSE COMMITTEE—THS BILL 

TO REGULATE INTER-STATB COMMERCE AND 

PROHIBIT UNJUST DISCRIMINATION. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 27.— The bill report- 
ed by Representative Reagan from the Commit- 
tee on Commerce, for the regulation of inter- 
State conmerce, and to prevent unjust discrim- 
ination as to freights, charges, and facilities by 
railroads and other common carriers, is accom- 
panied by an elaborate report in favor of its pas- 
gage. It says, among other things, When we 
consider the magnitude of the commerce of the 
United States, and the direct interest which 
the whole of our 45,000,000 people have in it, 
the broad extent of our country as compared 
with other commercial countries, and that its 
internal commerce carried by railroads alone is 
estimated at about $15,000,000,000 in value, 
while it is supposed our whole internal com- 
merce amounts to not less than $25,000,000,000 
in value, and when it is remembered that this 
commerce is carried on over 75,000 miles of 
railroad, and by steamboats and other 
vessels on our rivers, lakes, bays, and 


canals over a length of navigable waters proba-.4tep out.

roads, the importance of the interest mtended 
to be fostered and protected by this bill may be 
realized, and any measure which will materially

A MARTYR TO DUTY. 
Dexrsa, Me., Feb, 24.—Early Friday even- 
ing last an attempt was made to rob the Dexter 


Savings Bank, im this plece, which met with 
only partial success, but was accompanied by 
the most foul murder of the Cashier, Mr. J. W. 
Barron. The first knowledge pf the crime re- 
sulted from the failure of Mr. Barron to return 
home as usual on Friday evening. Inquiries 
were made for him and he could not be found. 
This excited suspicion. When the bank officers 
searched at the bank the doors were found 
locked. When the Cashier of the National 
Bank opened his vault, which is connected with 
that of the ssvings bank, he found the door 
of the savings bank safeopened so he could not 

et through, but could hear Mr. Barron groan- 
ce. Thev then broke open the doors of the 
savings bank rooms but found the vault locked. 
They then passed a small person through the 
aperture between the yaults. He found Mr. 
Barron lying in the vault handcuffed, gagged, 
and a rope around bis neck. He was taken out 
senseless, and remained so until about half-past 
5 vesterday morning, when he expired. He had 
several bad wounds uon his forehead, which 
probably caused his death. The burglars suc- 
ceeded in getting away with less than 8100 of 
the money in the bank. 

The robbery was accomplished probably on 
Friday night between the hours of 5and 6 
o’clock. Mr. Parsons, an msurance agent, left 
the bankabout a quarter to 5 o’cleck, and noth- 
ing unusual had occarred then. Mr. Curtis, the 
Cashier of the National Bank, left his office at 5 
o’clock and tried the door to Mr. Barron’s room 
and found it locked. He supposed he had left 
the building; so, as he went down the stairs, he 
locked the outside door. About 6 o’cloek, a 
person passing the outer bank entrance saw 
three men, strangers, standing in the entry 
beside the open door, evidently preparing to 
These must have deen the 
robbers and murderers, as no citizens 
were there at that time, and this same outside 
door had been previously locked by Mr. Curtis. 
A lady who passed up the street about this 
time saw two men step out from the bank 
entrance and walk rapidly down the street. 
The robbers must have quartered themselves 
in the Masonic Hall, in the third-story over the 
bank, as the doors leading thereto were found 
unlocked ia the afternoon, and were locked by 
the janitor, but they were again found unlocked 
after the crime was committed. e men ac- 
eidentally set upon Mr. Barron as he went to a 
closet opening out ef a rear room for coal to 
replenish his fire. Here was found the partial- 
ly filled hod, overturned, and his false teeth and 
the pen which he baa over his ear were here ly- 
mg on the floor.

Death of the Ex-Senator at His Home in 
Jefferson, O.

CLEVELAND, O., March 2.—Ex-Senator Wade 
passed away at his home in Jefferson precisely 
at 6:30 o’clock this morning. A decided change 
forthe worse was noted by his friends on Fri- 
day morning, and before night it became evi- 
dent that he could tive but a few hours longer. 
His wife sat by his side hoiding bis hand, and 
hisson, Capt. Henry P. Wade, and several 
other friends surrounded the bed. At a few 
minutes before 6:30 o’clock in the morning his 
breathing,. which had deen very irregu- 
lar for some time, became bard 
for a short time, and tben ceased 
forever. He was conscious to the last moment, 
and tried to speak but a short time before he 
died, but with ali attention he could not be 
understood, except to say ina low whisper, *‘ I 
cannot talk at all.“ His especial request was 
that the funeral be very plain, and especially 
that no costiy monument be placed above his 
head. He left no will, being willing to leave 
his property at the disposal of his friends. He 
is worth about $80,000, all in good condition. 
His physician says that his advanced age was 
the real cause of his death.

CALCUTTA 
is situated on the eastern bank the Hoogly 
River. It has grown more dly than any 
other Oriental city, for where, two centuries 
ago, Only a few native huts could be seen, we 
find to-day a large and well-organized city, with 
upwards of 450,000 inhabitants. Here we find 
the luxuries of the East combined with all the 
modern conveniences of the West. The resi- 
dences of the wealthy, whether foreigners or 
natives, are magnificent,—built in Oriental 
style with flat roof and terraces,—and many of 
them surrounded with beautiful gardens. Ex- 
ervthing being arranged for coolness and com- 
fort, we find the rooms spacious and airy, and 
each room provided with punkhas (hage- fans 
suspended from the ceiling). These are cer- 
tainly a blessing during the hot season. No- 
body thinks of sleeping without a punkha over 
the bed. nor dining without it, nor of doing 
anything without it. The clerks in the offices 
and stores are constantiy being fanned while at 
their work; in the churches, the congregation, 
as well as the minister, are being fanned while 
at worship; in the theatres, both the audience

Wasnuireron, D. C., March 2. — The Commit- 


evaded or defeated, it is provided that 
it shall be unlawful for such com- 
mon carriers to make any combination, con- 
nection, contract, arrangement, or schedule, or 
to cause any delay in carriage, or to do any 
other act or thing with intent to evade any pro- 
visions of the act, or wit intent to prevent any 
such carriage from peing one substantialiy con- 
tinuous carriage; and it is provided that as to 
such carriages of property the freight 
rates, facilities, and charges shall be equal 
to all shipvers; and it is also provided that 
no more shail be charged for such inter-State 
or thro 


ilarity of freights services, 

e facilities shall be allowed to each. The 
bill also provides that as to such inter-State 
freights no more shall be charged for their car- 
riage for a shorter than fora longer distance. 
In the competition of railroads especially. a 
practice is very general of charging very low 
rates for through freight on long roads and be- 
tween remote centres of trade. These charges 
are often so low as to be unremunerative, and 
the competition for such freight is one of the 
fruitful causes of what has been called the rail- 
road wars,which have often proved so injurious, 
not to say disastrous, both to the com- 
peting railroads and the commercial interests 
of the communities involved in them. The bill 
has for its object the correction of great and 
manifest abuses, and the prevention af unjust 
discriminations of common carriers agajnst ship- 
pers who are entitled to equality of terms. It 
imposes no unjust or even incouvenſent bur- 
dens op such common carriers. It does not 
attempt to regulate and fix a maximum or 
minimum of rates of freight and charges, or to 
deal in matters of, detail as to transportation. 
The bill requires, among other things, that all 
persons or corporations engaged in business as 
common carriers shall keep posted in at least 
five place in every depot or station in every 
city or village, having a population of 1,000, 
through or to which their lines may zun. a de- 
tailed schedule of tariff rates, which | schedule 
shali not be changed without five days’ notice. 
The prohibitions against carrying freight at less 
than schedule rates are not to apply to Govern- 
ment business, or to the transportation of arti- 
cles for public fairs or charitable purposes. 

The Committe quote authority to show that 
Congress has the power to enact such a law as 
they propose, and argue that as Congress only 
can furnishthe temedy for the evils cited, the 
time has come when this duty should be per- 
formed.

In 1828 he 
was admitted to the bar and made such rapid 
progress in his profession and so impressed hun- 
self upon the community by his positive quali- 
ties that in 1985 he was elected Prose. ting At- 
torney of bis county, in 18387 was sent to the 
State Senate, to which he was twice re-elected, 
and in 1847 was made pr Judge of the 
Third Judicial District of the State. is Con- 
gressional career cowwménced in 1851,— 
not in the Lower House, as is 
usually the case, but in. the Senate, — 
to which he was re-elected in 1857 and again in 
1863. During his service in the Senate he was 
Chairman of the Committee on Territories and 
of the Special Committee on the Conduct of tae 
War, and was also a member of the Committees 
on Foreign Relations and on the District of 
Columbia. He was from the very outset an 
uncompromising opponent of slavery, He was 
the roughest, itterest, ugliest foe the 
slaveholders ever faced. He hand- 
led them and their institutions without gloves. 
Hig record on the slavery question was a con- 
siftent one. Grant’s terms at Donelson were 
Wade’s terms in his fight with slavery. It was 
unconditional surrender. He opposed not only 
every measure that favored slavery, but evet 
one that looked like temporizing with it. He 
was one of the six Senators who voted in 
1852 to repeal the Fugitive Slave 
law. He spoke and voted against tne 
bill to abrogate the Missouri Compromise, 
against the Lecompton Coustitution for Kansas, 
against the appropriation of $30,000,000 for the 
purchase of Cuba, and against every one of the 
compromises that were offered between North 
and South after Mr. Lincoln’s first election. He 
was a prominent and zealous advocate of the 
Homestead bill, and it was in his charge when it 
the Senate 862. During 
the War of the Rebellion he ad- 
vocated ai radical policy even to the 
verge of recklessness, urged the enactment of 
a law to confiscate all the property of leadiag 
Secessionists and emancipate their slaves. and 
constantly advocated the most vigorous meas- 
ures without regard to the disastrous results 
they might precipitate. Mr. Lincoln's con- 
servatism and cool, strongsense, however, acted 
as a sufficient bulwark against his radical and 
sometimes hot-headed determination. In 1862, 
as Chairman of the Committee on Territories, 
he reported a bill abolishing slavery fn all the 
Territories of the Government, and prohibiting 
it in any new Territories that might be acquired. 
In 1868, after Mr. Lineoln’s assassination, he be- 
came President pro tem. of the Senate and Act- 
ing Vice-President of the United States. He 
held this office when President Johnson was 
tried on the articles of impeachment, and had 
there been a conviction, Wade would have be- 
come President. 

Since the expiration of his Senatorial career, 
in 1869, he has not figured prominently in pol- 
itics, except in 1871, when he was one of the 
Commission sent to San Domingo to report 
upon its proposed annexation to the United 
States, a proposition which he heartily ap- 
proved. Since those days he has been seen in 
the Washington lobby frequently. but other-

Pb Health, 

The origin of heart-disease is frequently to be 
found in bereditary p ition; but in many 
cases it is directly traceable to causes which are 
easily removable and table. In round 
num about 10, deaths are annually 
caused by heart-disease in England alone. 
The etiology and geographieal distribution of 
this most agonizing disease have been earetully 
investigated by Mr. Haviland, Dr. Black, and 
others, and the valuable knowieage acquired as 
to its nature within the last ten years should 
have led long ago to a marked decrease of the 
disease, had that knowledge been utilized in a 
fairly intelligent manner. It is certain that 
impure air exercises a most baneful influence 
upon the heart, and that confinement” in 
badly ventilated houses, ‘cellar-dwellings, 
schools, workshops, and factories, is a 
cause of a great portion of the heart- 
disease wuvhappily so ovrevalent in this 
country. The impure atmosphere of crowded 
dwellings seems to eve a similar deleterious 
action on the chief organ of circulation to that 
which it exerts on the respiratory apparatus, 
and thus we find identical conditions favoring 
the development of both diseases in one and the 
same locality. The thorouch and effective ven- 
tilation of our rooms and houses, our courts and 
alleys, which proves a preventive in the latter 
disease, will assuredly binder the prevaience of 
the former. In some cases of the

There 
is no doubt but what these tanks were the 
source of a great amount of sicknesss; still, 
when the new water-works Were finished, and 
water taken from the Hoogly River, far above 
the city, was brought into every house and 
yard, the Hinaoos refused to use it on religious 
orinciples.

| APPELLATE COURT CLERKSHIPS. 


| £0 the Editor of The Tribune, 
ToscoLA, III., March 1.—One of the Judges 


of the Appellate Court in this, the Third Dis- 
trict, has discharged a bombsbell into the ranks 
of the aspirants for Clerks of the Appellate 
Court in the Third and Fourth Districts. The 
Judge alluded to says the clerkship will not be 
worth more than $2,600 $3.000 per annum. 
With all due deference to his Lordship, I desire 
to say that I have carefully examined the Ap- 
pellate Court law, and find, by precedent, that 
the clerkship will be worth in the Ottawa Dis- 
trict not less than $8,000, in the Springfield Dis- 
trict not less than $6,000, and in the Mount Ver- 
pon District not less than $4,500 per annum. 

Sec. 3 gives the Clerk a six years’ term, and 
declares that he “shall perform the duties 
usually devolving upon Clerks of Courts of 
Record, and he shall provide books, stationery, 
etc. [the learned Judge forgot that margin], 
and shall be entitled to receive the same fees 
for services as are allowed for like services in 
the Supreme Court.“ 

Sec. 11 vests the Appellate Court “ with 
power to issue writs of certiorari, error, super- 
sedeas, and all other writs not prohibi by 
law. A leading lawyer states that this clause 
alone will add 20 per cent to the fees of the 
Appellate Clerk because of the ease with which 
attorneys can reach one of the twelve Appellate 
Judges. 

But Sec. 15 is the one which will prove most 
rofitable to Appellate Clerks. It reads: The 
udges of the said Appellate Courts respect- 

ively, or a majority of them, may enter orders 
and judgments in vacation in all cases which 
have been argued or submitted to the courts 
during any term thereof, and which shall have 
deen taken under advisement.” 

Now this section gives the Clerk of the Ap- 
pellate Court an absolute monopoly of the de- 
cisions of the Appellate Court. The law creat- 
ing the Appellate Court does not provide for 
publishing the opinions of the Court. The third 
paragraph of Sec. 8 says that In all cases de- 
termined in said Appellate Courts, in action er- 
contractu, wherein the amount involved is less 
tuan $1,000, exclusive of costs. and the judg- 
ment is affirmed o otherwise finally disposed of 
in the Appellate Court, the jucgment, order, 
or decree of the Appellate Court shall final, 
and no appeal shall lie or writ of error be 
prosecuted therefrom.” 

The legal friend at my elbow says that this 
provision will include as much as one-third of 
the business that formerly went to the Supreme 
Court, and that for every one of these cases the 
Appellate Clerk must furnish, on demand, a cer- 
tified copy of said opinion at the prescribed rate 
of 15 cents per folio of 100 words. 
Attorneys having suits before the Appellate 
Court must therefore have an opinion certified 
to their clients at the earliest practicable period. 
That opinion litigants must pay for, and it adds 
to the fees of the Appeilate Cierk over and 
above the fees accruing to the Clerk of the Su- 
preme Court. 

And now I want to add the legislative testi- 
mony touching the Appellate Courts. There 
has been, for eight or ten years, a settled and 
confirmed prejudice against the monopoly en- 
ioved by the Supreme Court Reporter. The 

egislature at its last session took action on 
this monopoly, and limited the Reporter to $2.25 
per volume for books that ordinarily sell for 
$4 and $5.50 per volume. The Reporter re- 
ceiyes the opinion from the Sur reme Court on 
its delivery, and if several attorpeys desire a 
certified copy (which is always the case) iu ad- 
vauce of publivation, he iurnishes it at the legal 
rate of 15 cents per 100 words. A legal printed 
page contains 650 words ver page, or nearly 81 
a page. An average legal opinion will make 
four pages, and not less than two opinions of 
the Appellate Court will be required for each 
case. hese fees accrue exclusively to the Clerk 
of the Appellate Court. PHOCION.

The interminable Princess de Beauffremont 
case is up again before the Paris courts. The 
Princess, a Belgian, married a French officer, by 
whom she had two children. He and she quar- 
reled; she sued for a separation, but failed to 
obtain — her pleas being dismissed as frivolous. 
She h lallen in jove with Prince George 
Bibesco, a Roumanian, and to marry him went 
to Germany, became naturalized, got a divorce 
under German law, and was married. This made 
her a bigamist under French law, and ber hus- 
band sued to attach her property in France, so 
as to make her give up the children. The civil 
courts ordered her to come into court with ber 
children, and as she couldn’t without being 
liable to arrest on criminai process fined her 
1,000 francs a day till she should purge herself 
of contempt.

VICTOR EMMANUEL. 

Rome Correspondence Springfleld ( Mass.) Republican. 

So much sympathy bas been manifested in 
America with the aims and successes of Victor 
Emma.uel that a few anecdotes of his public 
and private life may be interesting to your 
readers. He commenced his reign, as is well 
known, in a time of disaster and panic. After 
the battle of Navara, on the abdication of 


‘Charies Albert, the new King opened segotia- 


tions with the Austrian General Radetsky. 
Covered with dust and blood, weary and 
sad, be went to the enemy’s camp and was con- 
ducted to the presence of Radetsky. It was a 
memorable interview. The young sovereign 
asked for an armistice and honorable terms of 
peace. Radetsky replied that the sole con- 
ditions he could offer were these: Abo- 
lition of the Sardinian Constitution; sup- 
pression of the national colors; a return, 
in all respects, to the regime of Carlo Felice ; 
intimate alliance with Austria. If these were 
accepted, he would set out with his army for 
Milan at once, and, not only would not 
any tribute or indemnity, but would proffer the 
offices of his government in the new state 
to be inaugurated. Victor Emmanuei 
listened in silence, though with difficulty re- 
pressing his indignation. When the Austrian 
had finished, ‘* Marshal,“ be exclaimed **sooner 
than sign such a treaty I would lose a hundred 
crowns. I shall not be unfaithful to my oath to 
my father. You want war to the death,—you 
shall have it. I will arouse the nation, and you 
shall see what Piedmont can do when sbe is in 
earnest. If I must yield, it shall be without 
shame. Our race knows the path of aziie, but not 
that of dishonor.” He was about to retire, but 
his firm bearing had made an impression upon 
the veteran soldier, and other terms were pro- 
posed, which, though involving great sacrifices, 
did not compromise the independence of the 
Sardinian kingdom. 

Victor Emmanuel cared greatly for popular 
approbation. In 1862 the Marquis Masseino 
d' Azeglio, then President of the Council, ad- 
vised him to make a tour through certain prov- 
inces which were thought to be discontented. 
„ will go,“ replied the King, “if you can as- 
sure me that I shall be well received. A despot 
can do without applause, but the silence of tne 
populace is a condemnation for a constitutional 
Sovereign.”’ in 1855, returning from his visit 
to London and Paris, the King stopped a few 
days at Chambery, the Capital of Savoy. An act 
of Parliament had just decreed the expulsion 
from the Kingdom of the Sisters of the Sacred 
Heart, who bad remained there only by suffer- 
ance since 1348, and had begun to meddle in 
political affairs. The Chambery ladies, who 
depended on this sisterhood almost ex- 
clusivety for the education of their 
daughters, resolved to send a deputation to the 
King, begging him that this decree might not 
be executed. He received the three ladies who 
compused the deputation with the utmost 
liteness, but explained to them that he could 
not interfere, as the Sisters had deserved their 
expuision. The ladies pleaded hard, and at 
length one of them exclaimed: “Sire, if these 
good nuns go away, who is to educate our chil- 
dren?” „Madame,“ the King replied, with a 
smile, “if that is the difficulty, I believe I can 


of t 


‘ dispel your fears by pointing out to you where 


ou can obtain far better instruction. for your 
daughters than that which they are about to 
lose, without going out of your own city.“ 


The ladies tooked at one another, thinking 


understood the King. 
“But where, your jesty, can we find in 
Chambery, or in all Savoy, such marvels 
of teachers?” Victor Emmanuel, bowing to 
the three ladies, answered: They are now 
before me. Yes, mesdames, where can 
your daughters find teachers more tender or 
more zealous thau their own mothers? To con- 
fide these beloved beings to the care of strangers 
is to evince an unjustifiable want of confidence 
in yourselves. I am sure that ere long you wiil 
thank my Ministers for having given you occa- 
sion to fulfill the most important and solemn 
duties of maternity.“ There was nothing more 
to be said, and the ladies retired to digest their 
complimentary lesson. 

On more than one occasion Victor Emmanuel’s 
good nature and ready wit bas stood him in 
good stead. At Pisa, one day, he sent word that 
ne would visit the catnedral at a certain hour. 
When he arrived, the Bishops and Priests, whose 
duty it was to receive him, were absent, the main 
entrance was closed, and the church appeared 
deserted. He waited — a few moments, 
a crowd collecting, meanwhile, and becoming 
loud and threatening in their indignation against 
the Bishop. Finally, fearing a tumult, the 
King went quietly around to a small side-door, 
and as he was about to enter, turned to the ex- 
cited mob, and with an expressive smiie and 
gesture, called out loudly: ‘* Never mind, my 
friends; you know it is by the straight gate that 
we enter Paradise!“ The bappy hit told on an 
Italian crowd, always ready to laugh, and the 
danger was over.

In his personal habits Victor Emmanuel was 
extremely simple and even severe. He detested 
court ceremonials, and gladly left them to go 
to his hunting lodgesin the Alps or at San 
Rossore, and was never so happy as when on 
horseback following the stag through heat and 
cold in the@fountuin solitudes. He sometimes 
spent the night in ashepberd’s hut, ipcognito, 
and his host on being told to come to the palace 
on his next visit to Turin, would find to his 
astonishment that the hardy mountaineer he 
had sheltered was tne King of Italy. The 
King's private apartment at the Quirinal was in 
accordance with these simple and soldierly 
tastes. It consisted of three rooms on the 
ground floor, looking on the garden. The 
first, a sort of ante-chamber, had its walis 
covered with weapons of every kind, and 
with trophies of the chase. The second, a 
dining-room, modestly, almost meagerly fur- 
nished, was adorned by all sorte of pictures of 
the Piedmontese valleys, lithographs, engrav- 
ings, paintings, photographs, without order in 
their arrangement, covering all the space. A 
large picture, painted by the King’s command, 
aud repr@enting himself with all his hous ahold 
encamping after the chase on the snowy slopes 
of Valsavaranche, hung opposite to bis seat at 
table, and his attendants remarked that he often 
gazed er steadily upon it, especially when 
troubled by the concerns ot State. The bed- 
chamber, iu which he died, Sas a large, long 
room, with the tire-placeat one end and the 
door at the other; a large window on one side, 
and the bed opposite; a simple iron bed without 
hangings. Near the window stood a small 
writing-table afd a large and worn arm- 
chair. There were a few pictures of small 
artistic value, principally portraits and land- 
scapes, and on the chimney-piece a clock and a 
few common-place ornaments. When the Presi- 
dent ot the Council came one morning after the 
King had begun to feel the symptoms of his 
last illness, to which he would pay no heed, the 
King said to him: See, Vepretis, I have had 
the fire lighted, contrary to my custom, because 
lam so cold. Last night I was not at all well.“ 
our Majesty must take care of yourself,” 
said the Ministor. “I am taking cafe of my- 
selt.“ was the King's answer. “I am not 
going bunting! I feel badly at night, but in 
the davtime I am better.“ And he began to 
sign the papers which the President handed 
him, till presently bis attention was arrested by 
one giving a furlough to some Government 
employe on account of bis health. He looked 
up at the President, and said. I, too, need a 
little rest for the same reason.“ Tour Ma- 
jesty,”’ replied Depretis, rather troublea, but 
carrying on the jest, “* sovereigns cannot take 
furloughs on account of their health.”

A significant dispatch appears in the Po- 
litical „a semi-official paper of 
Vienna.

In anticipation of tue passage of the Sil- 
ver bill, the Director of the Mint some time 
ago caused to be prepared a new design for 
the dollar which would be struck off in the 
event of the bill becoming alaw. We have 
obtained fac-similes of the obverse and re- 
verse sides of the new coin through the cour- 
tesy of Mr. C. A. Wetmorr, Washington cor- 
respondent of the Alta-California, to whom 
they were forwardea from the San Francisco 
Mint. The above represents the obverse side, 
and bears a head of Liberty crowned with the 
Phygian cap and adorned with sprays of 
cotton and wheat. The motto E Pluribus 
Unum” appears on the border, while below 
is the dato of so much historic interest, 1878. 
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Upon the reverse side the principal figuro is 
that of the eagle with outspread wings, sur- 
rounded by the olive-wreath, and holding in 
his talons the arrows and olive-twigs sym- 
bolical of peace and war. The familiar in- 
scriptions, ‘‘ United States of America and 
In God We Trust,” are retained, the latter 
being given a more prominent position than 
in the dollar coins heretofore used. 


THE PURPOSE OF THE SILVER BILL. 
The silver question has been settled, and 
it may be said to be settled permanently. 
Now that the controversy has ended in the 
passage of the bill, and the bitterness which 
frequently characterized the discussion has 
ceased, it may be appropriate to give a calm 
and candid explanation of the opposing pol- 
icies so strenuously maintained. 
Long anterior to the American Revolution, 
though our commerce with Great Britain 
was carried on in British money,—pounds, 
shillings, and pence,—and though we had 
in all the Colonies a local money,—pounds, 
shillings, and pence,—varying in value, the 
grand money of account was the dollar, and 
that dollar was the old Spanish silver dollar, 
thousands of which exist to this day. This 
dollar had a standard value all over the 
world, and was the coin exchanged in trade 
between nations. The international trade 
of the colonial days was of insignificant pro- 
portions as compared with the trade of the 
present day. The gold coin in circulation 
most common in those days was also Span- 
ish,—the doubloon, which, even as. late as 
fifty years ago, was quite common. There 
were various silver coins of different names 
aud values; but the coig#—the monzy—of that 
day was the dollar,—the silver dollar. After the 
Revolution, and after the Government of the 
Union had been put in operation, the ques- 
tion of a national coinage was considered, 
and a plan devised by Jzerrzzson and Ham- 
ILTON was adopted, as set forth in the law of 
1792. This plan adopted the silver dollar of 
the precise weight of the old Spanish dollar 
as the unit of value of the coinage of the 
Republic. This dollar was to contain 3714 
grains of pure silver. That had been the 
weight of the dollar which had been in cir- 
culation for a century, and which was at that 
time the money of the American people. 
The change was merely to place on the exist- 
ing dollar the stamp of the United States. 
The plan, however, embraced a gold coinage, 
to be called the eagle,“ and valued 
at $10, with smaller coins, the half and 
quarter eagles. In fixing the weight of the 
gold coins, the proportion was put at 1 of 
gold to 15 of silver. This made the gold 
coin more valuable than the silver; the 
gold was coined only in small quantities, and 
silver was the money in general circula- 
tion. The important and vital principle, 
however, of the American plan of coinage 
was the adoption of the bi-metallic system. 
Both gold and silver had been recognized in 
the Constitution as the actual existing money 
of the country, and they were made the ex- 
clusive constitutional legal-tender. This 
policy was adopted in order to protect the 
people and the Government against any 
fluctuations in the value of either metal, 
such as might be caused by the scarcity and 
consequently increased value of either one. 
Both being legal-tender, the rise in gold or in 
silver could not work any hardship so long 
as the other and cheaper metal remained a 
legal-tender. A few yearg later France 
adopted the bi-metallic system for the same 
reason, and, unlike ourselves retained it, and 
was able when the emergeneg arose to avail 
herself of the benefit of the pption. 

Thus things remained until, in 1834, Con- 


gold coin made it of less value than the sil- 
ver, and the latter was melted and sold for 
gold.

the revision of the code. 

In 1871, after the war with Fsance, the 
newly-organized Imperial Government of 
Germany took steps to unify the coinage of 
the whole Empire, and to substitute gold for 
silver. This was not begun until 1874, when 
it was discovered that the amount of silver 
to be redeemed greatly exceeded what had 
been anticipated, ng an amount of gold 
far beyond the estimate. This gave to gold 
an extraordinary value, and reduced the 
price of silver, which was placed on the 
market in quantities beyond the demand. 
France availed herself of this to i-crease her 
large store of silver, and, when there was a 
possibility of a return to silver coinage in 
this country, it was discovered for the first 
time by the people that as long ago as 1873 
Congress had abolished the silver dollar and 
demonetized it. In the meantime, Congress 
had passed an act for the resumption of 
specie payments in the United States in 
January, 1879, which would have necessi- 
tated resumption in gold coin exclusively. 
The world’s indebtedness has in- 
creased immensely during the last 
century. The annual tribute paid 
by labor for interest has become enormous. 
The money-lenders have become dissatisfied, 
claiming that money generally was not 
valued high enough. Especially has it been 
claimed that metallic money was too ¢heap, 
and that it was essential to increase its 
value by reducing its guantity one-half, 
and this could best be done by discarding 
silver and reducing it to a mere commodity. 
During ths last five years, the value of 
money has advanced largely, not only in 
this but in all other countries, The) value 
of property and of labor has in like manner 
depreciated. In this country the rise in 
money and the decline in all forms of prop- 
erty have been aggravated by the special 
attempts to make the dear gold cojn the 
exclusive metallic money, to comppl the 
resumption of specie payments in gold coin, 
and to perpetually demonetize silver, The 
great privilege of the bi-metallic system 
and of the option to select which eyer of 
the metals was the cheaper had been 
secretly taken away. | 

These were the circumstances under which 
there was a demand made for the restaration 
of the silver dollar, the restoration of the 
bi-metallic system, and the restoration of the 
right to pay all debts in either silver or gold; 
and included in this demand was of ne¢easity 
involved the repeal of the scandalous legisla- 
tion of 1873-74. There never was any 
scheme to provide for illegal dollars, or 
cheap dollars, or 90-cent dollars, but to re- 
store to the country silver dollars af the 
same weight as the dollars that had existed 
in this country and were the money of the 
people long before the Revolution, and at 
the time and after the adoption of the Con- 
stitution, and which, with American em- 
blems, had been the dollars of the country 
down to 1873, when they were stealthily sup- 
pressed. The country had undertaken 
to resume specie payments in gold, 
which was an impossibility. The coinage 
of silver dollars would rapidly fill the coun- 
try with metallic money, which money would 
so accumulate that in due time the work of 
resumption could take place without dis- 
turbance or distress. The remonetization 
of silver, by lessening the special demand for 
gold and increasing the demand for silver, 
would have the effect of restoring these 
metals to their ordinary relative values, thus 
giving to the country a general currency of 
gold, silver, and paper of an equivalent value. 

These were the ends sought by the res- 
toration of the silver dollar. Our readers 
can, without aid from us, readily understana 
the inspiring causes and the hopes and fears 
actuating those who so long and so bitterly 
maintained the perpetuation of the exclusive 
gold coin, with all its consequences, and 
especially its confiscation of the values of all 
other property. 


THE STENCH NUISANCE. 

Though the City of Cincinnati may be said 
to have practically gone out of the pork- 
packing and cattle-killing business, there is 
just remnant enough of their former trade 
left to sustain some rendering establish- 
ments which are making the lives of the in- 
habitants miserable. In the sweet innocence 
of their rural associations, they have 
thought it was only necessary to secure the 


| passage of an act by the Legislature defining 


nuisances and providing a penalty therefor 
in order to abolish these pestilential stink- 
pots. In compliance with this popular senti- 
ment, the Ohio Senate passed a law the 
other day providing a fine of $500 and the 
abatement of nuisances upon indictment and 
conviction, and laying special stress upon 
“the erection, continuing, using, or 
maintaining any building, structure, 
other place for the exercise 

any trade, employment, manufacture, or 
other business which, by causing noxious 
exhalations, noisome or offensive smells, be- 
comes injurious or dangerous to the health, 
comfort, property of individuals or the pub- 
lic.” The good, confiding people of Cincin- 
nati will be surprised and grieved to learn 
that this new statute has been modeled after 
the Illinois law, which has been in existence 
for several years, and which has utterly 
failed to protect the people from blasts of 
stench compared with which the Cincinnati 
odors must be as ‘‘ airs from Heaven.” They 
may rely upon our experience when we as- 
sure them that rendering establishments 
cannot be purified by statute. 

Having given Cincinnati this much conso- 
lation, let us see how it is in our own case. 
A few months ago Mr. Commissioner Dz 
Wo tr announced, with a considerable flourish 
of trumpets, that he himself had per- 
fected an apparatus for deodorizing the 
noxious gases generated in the process of 
rendering; that some of the establishments 
had agreed to adopt this remedy, and that 
he would constrain the others to do so by 
vigorous prosecution. Ip the face of this 
announcement the stinks have been more 
regular and formidable this winter than ever 
before. The inference from this state of 
facts is that either Mr. Commissioner 
Dz Wour’s deodorizer is a snare and a de- 
lusion, or that he has failed to compel all 
the rendering establishments to adopt it or 
any other adequate remedy against the 
nuisance which they are nightly committing 
on the community. In either case, it is fair 
to hold Mr. Commissioner Dg Wotr to ac- 
count, and demand that he shall give way to 
some more competent person. The con- 
tinuance and growth of the nuisance under 
his administration is tantamount to a con- 
fession that, with all the science he is master 
of and all the law bearing on the case, he 


worth about that when, in 1873, it was, as 


some householders to track dow the n 
in his company, so that they could serve as 
witnesses, he was met with a refusal on all 
sides. Then let him “try, try again.” If 
he cannot find any citizens or householders 
who will accompany him on a ‘smelling ex- 
pedition, let him take his own sanitary police 
and call for some of the regular police, all of 
whom will be oompetent witnesses, and thus 
gather the necessary evidence for indictment. 
Second, there is a remedy which has never 
yet been tried, viz.: in the application for 
an injunction. The city supports some four 
or five able-bodied lawyers, and makes them 
a handsome allowance for legal expenses 
over and above their salaries ; let these gen- 
tlemen, if not overworked, try to find time 
to read the chapter entitled Nuisances” in 
HAD On Injunctions,” and ascertain 
whether it is not possible to get out a perma- 
nent injunction against these particular nui- 
sances, either with or without the co-opera- 


tion of the State’s Attorney. A permanent | 


injunction would have a great advan- 
tage over an indictment and conviction, 


since it would put a quietus on the nuisance 


for all time. It is well known that the vilest 
of the stench comes from those houses 
which render for fertilizing material, and the 
effort to gather evidence should be centred 
on them. This is a remedy, too, which, if 
lawful, can be applied by private individuals 
without waiting for the slow-going wity offi- 
cials. The Citizens’ Association might look 
into it, if they have nothing else on hand. 

Third, another untried remedy is in the 
hands of the Common Council. The General 
Incorporation act (Sec. 62, par. 81) gives the 
Council the power to direct the location 
and regulate the management of packing- 
houses, renderies, tallow-chandleries, bone- 
factories, soap-factories, and tanneries with- 
in the limits of the city, and within the dis- 
tance of one mile without the city. limits” ; 
and Paragraph 83 enables the Council to 
prohibit any offensive or unwholesome busi- 
ness or establishment within, or within one 
mile of, the limits of the corporation.” Let 
the Common Council exercise this power, 
and pass an ordinance (which will take effect 
ten days after its passage) prohibiting the 
business of rendering for fertilizing pur- 
poses anywhere within a mile of the city 
limits. There would be no injustice in this 
course, since it has been demonstrated that 
these noxious gases can be consumed or car- 
ried off, and since the men engaged in 
the business mostly refuse to provide 
the necessary machinery to that end, and 
set themselves up in defiance of public 
health and comfort. The enforced removal 
beyond ons mile outside of the city limits 
might not entirely abate the nuisance to 
Chicago, but it would be so summary a pro- 
ceeding that the owners of the rendering 
houses would probably conclude to adopt 
thenceforth the necessary prevention against 
the spread of their stinks, lest some sub- 
sequent proceedings might drive them out of 
the business altogether. 


CHANGE OF VENUE. 

During the trial of the Eacer burglary 
case this last week, Judge Jameson, who is 
not inclined to construe law technicalities in 
favor of the criminal class, was constrained 
to admit that the statute on change of venue 
is mandatory, and that a change must be 
granted in every case where the form of the 
application is properly observed. In the 
present instance, it was merely the purpose 
of the criminal’s attorney to separate some 
of the defendants from the trial of his special 
client (Eacer), in order to diminish the 
chances of the latter’s conviction. The ex- 
pedient did not Aappen to succeed, but the 
Court was obliged to submit to it, knowing 
its purpose, on account of the law covering 
a change of venue. The statute provides that 
when a petition for a change of venue shall 
be accompanied by the affidavits of two re- 
spectable persons resident of the county that 
they believe the Judge is so prejudiced 
against the applicant that he cannot have a 
fair and impartial trial,” then the Judge 
‘* shall change the venue of said cause.” It 
would appear to people outside of the law 
business that the terms of this law would re- 
quire some evidence of the reputability of 
the persons who make the affidavits; but 
such, it seems, is not the case. The attor- 
ney for the criminal, Traupz, simply refused 
to bring the persons into court who had 
sworn to the affidavits he had drawn up, took 
the ground that their reputability could not 
be inquiréd into, and held that the Court had 
no discretioa in the matter. On@of the per- 


sons making an affidavit, by the way, was 


then under indictment and awaiting trial 
on a criminal charge. Judge Jame- 
son evidently satisfied himself that such 


was the law, and grantod the change, 


though he asserted that he (the Judge) had 
never read or heard anything about the 
case; that he had never seen or heard of 
the persons who swore he was prejudiced 
against the defendants, so they could not 
know whereof they swore; and, finally, 
characterized the affidavits as ‘‘stuffed with 
falsehood from top to bottom.” Even 
Tnopx, the criminal’s attorney, win asked 
by the Judge whether he believed a word in 
the affidavits to be true, impertinently said 
he could answer easy questions, but not that 
one,—but still @:sisted on the change. 

The abuses under this statute for the 
change of venue have never been made so 
glaringly apparent as in the present instance. 
There is not a criminal arrested in Cook 
County who cannot, by his own effort 
or with the assistance of an experienced 
criminal lawyer, procure affidavits from a 
hundred persons, if they were necessary, 
swearing that one particular Judge or all the 
Judges in the county are prejudiced against 
him. The procurement of such affidavits is 
even easier than the old-time and easy de- 
vice of finding witnesses to prove an alibi ; 
for in case of change of venue the witnesses 
are not even required to come into court, 
but escape the ordeal of cross-examination, 
and cannot be impeached either as to their 
character or what they swear to. It is no 
wonder that justice lags under such a law. 
A criminal can never be estopped from 
taking his case outside of Cook County al- 
together, and by a series of delays he can 
tire out witnesses and the prosecution, 


that some one Judge is prejudiced in his 
favor, or that some one Judge has a peculiar 
and abiding sympathy with a criminal 
brought before him for trial, may swear that 
the other seven Judges of the county are 
prejudiced against him. secure two affidavits 
to that effect, and thus actually make his 
own selection of the Judge who shall try 
him. It is a notorious fact that this has 
been done on more than one occasion. 

It seems there is no help for all this under

It is a great pity that religious newspapers 
like the Advance and the Northwestern Adro- 
cate, which were founded by pious men, and 
intended to promote a pure Christianity, 
should have passed into the hands of vulgar 
money-makers.

They have occupied for a number of years a 
position in journalism which isa cross be- 
tween mendicancy and blackmailing, begging 
subscriptions for the sake of the churches 
which they claim to represent, and threaten- 
ing with the Divine displeasure those who 
are deaf to their @ppeals. They demand 
support, not because they deserve it as news- 
papers, but because they claim a peculiarly 
intimate relation with the cause of Chris- 
tianity ; while, at the same time, they engage 
in business which neither a Christian nor an 
honorable gnan can fora moment counte- 
nance.

These advertisements are fraudulent or 
illegal. They are fraudulent if they contain 
statements intended to cheat the readers of 
the Advopate and the Advance. They are 
legal if they advertise wares the sale of 
which is prohibited by law. They must be 
one thing or the other. Any legitimate 
business which promised gains of $5 to $20 
per day, or $66 a week, or $3,300, $2,500, 
and $1,200 a year, would be voluntarily em- 
braced by thousands of persons. There 
would be no need for the proprietors of such 
a business to advertise for salesmen. Half 
the able-bodied male population would step 
into it at once. We are inclined to think 
that part of the gains promised in the ad- 
vertising columns of these so-called re- 
ligious weeklies is fictitious, and that the 
other part is derived from the sale of im- 
proper or indecent goods. When a man ad- 
vertises, for instance, that he has a secret 
worth $5 to $20 at home, and that he will 
send a $5 sample free, we set him down for 
a knave, and we considera partner in his 
knavery the religious newspaper that 
propagates his lies for money. Of 
the other advertisements, some would 
probably be found to deal in illegal wares. 
‘* Staple goods,” business legitimate, etc., 
are suspicious phrases. It ought to be un- 
necessary for a religious newspaper to 
assure its readers that the business in which 
they are asked to engage is legitimate. But 
there is reason enough for this when they 
are boldly asked to sell $3 gold-plated 
watches, it being palpable to any person that 
a watch worth only $3 must be a cheat and 
a fraud. 

The exposure of these religious swin- 
dlers is an unpleasant task for Taz Trreuns. 
It has tried to think well of the Advance and 
the Advocate, not because it has any respect 
for the Generals and Doctors who fat- 
ten like cormorants on the profits of these 
papers, but because it does. respect the de- 
nominations to which they belong. But it 
is time the Generals and Doctors 
were held up and shaken. They are wolves 
in sheep’s clothing. They have not the 
speech of Christians, nor the manners of 
Christians, Pagans, or men. They imitate 
Christianity most abominably. 


THE FUTURE OF THE REPUBLIC. 

Mr. RITA Watpo Emerson lectured in 
Boston the other day on the rather large 
topic ok The Future of the Republic.” It 
is no disrespect to the eminent sage and poet 
to say that his prognostications would have 
been more valuable if they had been clearer. 
Obscure as they were, they had their sig- 
nificance. They showed that one of the 
purest and clearest thinkers of the day had 
no deep anxiety about the essential morality 
of the American people; that, seriously as 
he might question or disapprove the expe- 
diency of particular acts of legislation, he did 
not assume fatal consequences to them ; and 
that his personal confidence in the growth 
and prosperity of the Republic was unabated. 
Such utterances as these, from a man of 
Mr. Emerson’s character. are particularly 
useful at this time, because it is quite the 
fashion in the literary coteries of New En- 
gland and New York to preach the opposite 
doctrine. We are accustomed to hear from 
the editors of Boston and New York that the 
country is in a bad way. Precisely why it is 
in a bad way they seem unable to say. 
The chief symptom they have been able 
to point out thus far is a habit of independ- 
ent thought in the West and South, and a 
comparative disregard of the opinions ex- 
pressed by the oracles the East has ap- 


pointed. 


We agree with Mr. Emerson that the fu- 
ture of the Republic is pretty well assured. 
There is no impediment to its 
progress. With the great element of discord 
removed, as it has been by the War of the 
Rebellion, and the price of that removal 
nearly all paid in the financlal panic which is 
just clearing away, there is no reason why 
the Union should not be permanent. The 
principles of the Government are settled as 
they never were before by the War. We un- 
derstand now that nullification cannot exist 
in practice, however it may be regarded as 
an abstract right. The United States are a 
nation, whether created so by the Constitu- 
tion or not, and the national principle binds 
the Republic together as no force before the 
War did or could. Having this cohesive 


antecedents and associations of the people, 
and partly from the vast system of educa- 
tion which has spread over the land and 
holds it in an iron grip. It will be imposs- 
ble for the nation to drift far away from the 
landmarks so long as it has these anchors of 
hope. 

It would be well if Mr. Emerson could 
communicate his habit of cheerfulness to bis 
New England neighbors and friends. They 
need to be encouraged about the Republic. 
They are far more despondent than there is 
any need of being. If they will learn first 
that it 1s a great secret of prosperity and 
comfort to believe one’s self prosperous and 
comfortable, and, secondly, that mere dis- 
agreement about financial questions is not s 
proof of dishonesty or ignorance, they will have 
helped themselves to a better state of mind. 
They need to reflect, moreover, that their 
judgment is not infallible; that they have 
at times occupied positions with refer- 
ence to the welfare of the Republic which 
can now be neither justified nor excused. 
They hada reminder of this the other day 
when Mr. Bram, from his seat in the Sen- 
ate, showed that Massachusetts obstructed 
and embarrassed the Federal Government in 
the War of 1812. They had another re- 
minder only last Sunday from WAL 
Ps, who afrayed all New England for 
unfaithfulness to the best interests of the 
country. Wedo not so array or reproach 
New England. It is entitled to and receives 
the respect and cordial sympathy of the 
American people. But it cannot be permit- 
ted to dictate a policy to govern all. There 
is no reason why it should do so, or why, 
when some of its newspapers and public men 
are disappointed in a particular measure, 
they should preach the decay of public 
morals. The habit is not healthy.

By far the greater part 
of this came from Chicago. He estimated 
that the first cost of dressed beef for ship.

would make about one cent more; and, 
adding the English local charges and profits, 
he did not see how American meat could be 
sold in England much under seven or eight 
cents a pound. These estimates of Mr. 
Vivras are general in character, and not 
qnite as accurate as they should have been, 
coming. from a man who had made a study 
of the subject.

A VALUABLE REMINDER OF 1871. 
Mr: J. M. Marshall had the singular good for- 
tune to recover last week a desk lost by him at 
the time of the Great Fire. It was mislaid 
among some of Mr. Pinkerton’s things, and lay 
unnoticed in a store-room until yesterday. Be- 
side some valuable private papers, the desk con- 
tained seventy real-estate abstracts, some of 
them dating as far back as 1863. Among the other 
contents was a copy of the last number of the 
Reat Estate and Building Journal issued before 
the fire, dated Oct. 7, 1871. It contains an en- 
thusiastic description of the ‘‘magnificence and 
ndeur of Riverside,“ and an extract from a 
hicago letter to the Springfield Republican, 
which says: I have been waiting several years 
to see a collapse in real-estate speculation here, 
but it doves not come. Sometimes the fever is 
higher than at others. Now it.will rage in one 
suburb, and now in another, and now at the 
centre. But somewhere prices are always boil- 
ing, and nowhere does there seem to be a real 
decline. Every other man and every fourth 
woman has 4 speculative investment in lots. 
To double one’s money ina year or two is a 
common occurrence.“ 
RENTS IN NEW YORK. 

With regard to house rents the New York 
Herald says: 

People who rented a $4,000 house last year now 
Offer $2, 000-and think they will get it; but they 
are mistaken as well as the landlord who insists 
upon making only a slight concession. There are 
any number of houses to let, and but very few 
takers at last year's prices. In fact, people cannot 
pey the rents of last year and of the previons years. 

hey do not make the profits, and hence insist 
upon a curtailment of expenses. 

Business rents are very weak. The Herald 
says; 

Compared with last year all the rents even in the 
dry goods district of Worth, Thomas, Franklin, 
Leonard, Church, and White streets, are from 10 
to 15 per cent off.

During the first half of last month I hunted 
constantly for them, rain or shine,—and it 
was nearly always rain.

At iast I have the pleasure toinform you that 
I have killed a splendid tiger, as you directed 
some months ago.

Themen (natives, of course) asked me if 
I would dare to shoot at a tiger with that sm all 
rifle if we saw one. I replied, ** Yes, of course,“ 
for I was determined not to say No,“ especial- 
ly as I thought there was vo likelihood of our 

ever seeing a tiger. Well, we went on down 
the little stream, when suddenly the man in ad- 
vance of me (the shikaree) grasped my arm 
awfully hard and pointed turough aclump of 
bamboos, behind which we were standing. 
Great Cesar! Therein the bed of the creek, 
thirty yards away, standing broadside, was 
old Stripes in all his glory. It was a 
beautiful, clear day, and if he didn’t look 
gorgeous I never saw anything that did. He 
seemed as big asan ox. Well, I had my plan 
all studied out long, long ago, as to howl 
could kill a tiger with my little rifle, so 
I knew just what i wanted to try to do. | wait- 
ed about half a minute, until the beast looked 
full in my direction, and then blazed away, aim- 
ing for the eve. Then I reloaded in an awful 
burry. When I looked again it was in the same 
spot, turning slowly round and round in its 
tracks. When he came around just right, I 
fired at his neck, aiming to hit the spinal cord, 
and at that shot heinstantly fell. Reloading, I 
went cautiously toward him—for my two men 
and boy haa not bolted, as I supposed they 
would—and stood up on the bank, watching his 
last agonies. He was hit very hard—couldn’t 
have been hit harder—and in three min- 
utes he was stone dead. My first shot had 
hit bim exactly im the left eye, and 
the second had broken his neck in a most gratify- 
ing way.

He 
measured nine feet eight and a half 
inches, as he lay, and his weicht was 495 pounds 
by the scales. The largest tigers do no not ex- 
ceed ten feet by more than tour to six inches, 
and the average is eight feet four ches; so 
you see this one is first-class. People may call 
me a fool for shooting at him on foot, with such 
a small, single-barreled rifle and nothing to 
back it up, but you see I had him just exactly as 
I wanted him, and I knew what the rifle could 
do. The first was the prettiest shot I ever 
made, considering gh gg just when it 
Was most necessary, too. The beast was just 
thirty yards from where I was standing when 
ishot. I have always advocated small rifles 
and accurate shooting rather than such big, 
thundering guns. For instance, Col. Beadome, 
also on foot, shot a tiger up here from a distance 
of twenty yards with a No. 12 double rifie and 

balls, but it took ten shots to kill his 
tiger, and the skin was a sicht to see. 

I’m having a hard fight for it with the weath- 
er, but I’m going to send you the finest tiger- 
skin you eversaw. It has rained ever since the 
hide was hung out to dry, and I have had to 
watch over it as if it were a sick child; but alum 
and salt will win the day. It is safe now, 
though I have to keepit hanging inside my hut. 
Iam determined to save it if I bave to take it 
to bed with me.

AN OLD-TIME. DUEL.

(Burr) before him.” If his wish bad been cratified 
there is little doubt that bis fatal precision 
of shot would have put Burr where he could 
not have killed Hamilton three years later. 
Mr. Swartwout insisted that he should have un 
apology, and prepared one that he insisted Mr. 
Clinton should sign, Mr. Clinton, of course, 
declined, and the parties went to the field. The 
duel was such a remarkable one that I present 
an account given of it by Mr. N. 8. Smith, who 
was Swartwout’s second. He says: The gentle- 
men took positions and fired without effect. At 
Mr. Riker’s request I asked Mr. Swartwout if he 
was satisfied. He answering in the negative, the 
second shot was fired without effect. I again 
asked Mr. Swartwout if he was satisfied. He re- 
plied, ‘Lam not,” ana the third shot was ex- 
changed without injury. I then asked Mr. 
Swartwout, Are vou satisfied, sir!” He re- 
plied, I am not, neither shall 1 be until the 
apology ig made which I have demanded. Until 
then we must proceed.” I then vresented a 
paper to Mr. Riker for Mr. Clinton’s siguature. 
containing th® apology demanded, observing 
that this paper must be signed or we would 
proceed. Mr. Clintion declared that he would 
sign no paper on the subject, that he had no 
animosity to Mr. Swartwout and would wiliing- 
ly shake bands and agree to meet on the score 
of former friendship. Mr. Swartwout insisted 
on the signature to the apology, and, Mr. Clin- 
ton declining, they stood at their posts and 
fired a fourth shot. Mr. Swartwout was wound- 
ed in the left leg, about two inches below the 
knee. Being asked if he was satisfied, Mr. 
Swartwout replied: ‘It is useless to 1 — 

eg 
we may proceed.“ Mr. Clinton repeated that 
he had no animosity against Mr. Swartwout; 
was sorry for what had passed; proposed to 
advance, shake hands, and bury the past in 
oblivion. During this conversation the sur- 
geon, kneeling at his side, extracted the bail 
trom Mr. Swartwout’s leg. The fifth shot be- 
ing fired, Mr. Swartwout received a ball in the 
lett leg, about five inches above the ankle, still, 
bowever, standing at his 11. com- 
posed. At the request of Mr. Riker I asked: 
“Are you satisfied??? He forcibly answered: 
No, sir; I am not. Proceed.“ Mr. Clinton 
then quit his post, declining the combat, and 
declared that he would fire no more. Mr. 
Swartwout expressed himself surprised that 
Mr. Clinton would neither apologize nor give 
the satisfaction required, and, addressing me, 
said: What shall I do, my friend!” I an- 
swered: Mr. Clinton declines making the 
apology required, refuses taking his position, 
and n declares he will fight nO more. 
His second appearing to acquiesce in the dis po- 
sition of his principal, there is nothing further 
for you to do now but to bare your wounds 
dressed.“ The surgeons attending dressed his 
wounds and the gentlemen returned in their 
respective barges to the city.

In a lengthy correspondence that bas lately 
been published in one of the Russian papers 
respecting recent exploration in Siberia, a curi- 
ous incident is related by one of the travelers.

The leading produce markets were quiet Satur- 
day and irregular, with a good deal of nervous- 
ness. Provisions were rather heavy, the under- 
tone being weak, but sellers held off to some ex- 
tent in the absence of demand. Breadetuffs ex- 
hibived little change, but wheat ard corn were 
eomewhat firmer than the previous afternoon, 
though consols were quoted two points higher, 
with dullness in breadstufis in New York. The 
weather here was warm, and turned to rain in the 
afternoon, threatening to interfere once more 
with farmers’ deliveries. Advices from the coun- 
try noted fair roads to the northwest of us. with 
about the smallest stocks of wheat in Mississippi 
River towns ever known at this time of the year 
since Minnesota began to export wheat. The pro- 
portion of lower grades in the receipts of corn at 
this point.excited much comment, and some re- 
ceivers claimed that a good deal of that graded as 
rejected ought really to be inspected as No. 2. 

In the dry-goods market only moderate activity 
was apparent, but as many goods are being dis- 
tributed as in, past seasons at a corresponding 
period and joDbers are not disposed to complain. 
Prices show steady firmness. Groceries met with 
a fair inquiry 1 were steadily held at previous 
quotations. No price changes were developed in 
the dried-fruit market. There wasa fair general 
demand and a weil-sustamed set of prices. Fish 
were unchanged, there beinga fair demand and a 
fairly steady market at the prices current earlier 
inthe week. Butter and cheese were quoted as 
before. There were ng new developments in the 
leather, tobacco, bagging, coal, and wood markets. 
Oils remained quiet and steady. 

The demand for lumber is improving. and the mar- 
ket is gaining strength daily. The shortage in the 
stock in the Lake Michigan section naturally 
causes a feeling of firmness among dealers, but no 
advance in prices is likely to occur soon, and it is 
not expected that the smaller production will have 
any material effect on the general market in the 
first few months of the coming season. On the 
Mississippi the stock of old and new logs to- 
gether will be as great asin years previous to last, 
in which case river merchants will doubtless re- 
gain much of the trade of the States to the West 
that they could not supply in 1877. The wool and 
broom-corn markets were quiet. Seeds were in 
request, but trade was hindered by the light.offer- 
ings and consequent firmness of those dealers who 
had anything to sell. The hay market was rather 
quietand firm. Poultry was easy under fair offer- 
ings, with a limited demand. Eggs were easier. 

Rall freights were quoted as in good demand on 
the basis Of 20c per 100 ibe of grain to New York. 
Through freies to Europe were quoted a shade 
firmer than on Friday, when they were (in specie) 
47c per 100 lbs of grain by steam to Liverpool, 
47% for do by sail to Cork for orders, and 56@58c 
per 100 lbs of provisions to Liverpool, according 
to the ocean line.

ANOTHER CHALLENGE FOR SMUGGLER. 

Last Sunday Tue Trisone published an ac- 
ceptance by Mr. Conklin, owncr of Rarus, of 
the challerfge issued by Col. Russell on behalf 
of Smuggler. Thus far nothing bag been heard 
from the backer of the brown stallion, but, as 
he cannot very well get out of accepting Mr. 
Conklin’s def with credit to his horse, it is 
probable that the proposed series of matches 
will be made. To show, however, that there are 
other people in America who own horses which 
they beiieve capable of beating Smuggler 
in a match race, the following chal- 
lenge from the well-known driver Char- 
ley Greev, which appeared in last week's 
issue of the Spirit of the Timea, is 
given. It will be noticed that Green is not very 
particular as to what kind of a race he tro*s, the 
amount to be put up, or the track over which 
the contest shail take place. If the owner of 
Smuggier really believes his horse to be the 
best in the land he has a fine chance now to 
back his faith to the tune of several thousand 
dollars. Should he conclude to accept Green’s 
challenge, the latter will probably name Lucille 
Golddust or Great Eastern.

Smugegier against Rarus has already produced a 
counter chailenge from Charles 8.

A GENERAL BREAKING UP. 

The National Association of Trotting-Horse 
Breeders, which was organized in the winter of 
1876-77, had a good deal of trouble during the 
earlier days of its infancy, but, after getting 
bravely through these, and fairly started on what 
seemed to be the road to success, it has sudden- 
ly fallen into a very demoralized condition in- 
deed, and seems in a fair way to lose a greater 
part of the influence it formerly possessed, if 
the process of disintegration which has been 
going on at an uncomfortably rapid rate for the 
past two weeks does not leave the concern in 
such a dilapidated condition that all efforts to 
remodel it will prove futile. 

The present unfortunate condition of affairs 
was brought about by the row over joining the 
National Trotting Association, which was fuliy 
set forth in these columns at the time of its 
oceurrence, about two weeks ago. Several of 
the gentlemen who had worked hardest for the 
Breeders’ Association, and done the most to 
render it powerful and respected, were of the 
opinion that an alliance with the Trotting Asao- 
ciation would prove disastrous, as the odor sur- 
rounding certain actions of the latter was not of 
the most pleasant description. They freely 
stated these views at the annual meeting of the 
Breeders’ Association, and the result was a gen- 
eral row, in the midst of which the meeting ad- 
journed in much the same manner as does 
a nocturnal convention of cats when a robust 
boot-jack comes coursing through their midst 
with meteoric brilliancy and speed. Another 
meeting was called just before the assembling 
of the National Trotting Congress, and at this 
it was resolved to join the Trotting Association, 
the President casting the deciding vote. Then 
the fun began. Mr. Eawin Thorne declined to 
longer bold the office of Vice-President, and ex- 
Gov. Stanford, of California, was elected to fil 
his place. Mr. L. D. Packer, theSecretary, who 
was one of the princi opponents to 
the scheme of joining t Trotting As- 
sociation, sent in his little Tesignation, but 
after being labored with for some time was per- 
suaded to withdraw it. Hardly bad the excite- 
meut over these events subsided, when Mr. 
Clark Bell, who had just been re-elected Treas- 
urer and given $10,000 bonds for the safe keep- 
ing of the money intrustea to his care, conclud- 
ed that he would quit work, and did so at once. 
Mr. J. W. Gray, of Brooklyn, was thereupon 
elected to the Treasurership. On the following 
day David Bonner withdrew from the Board of 
Censors, and right on his heels came Dean Sage, 
who requested that his name be stricken from 
the membership-roll. By this Mr. McDowell, 
the newly-elected President, concluded that he 
would have a hand in the fun, and accordingly 
fired himself out. This is the last resignation 
heard of, but, as one paper sumgests, the stakes 
are stiil open. 

RACE AT SACRAMENTO. 

San Francisco, March 2.—The two mile 
and repeat race between Mollie McCarty and 
Jake caine olf at Agricultural Park, Sacramento, 
to-day. The day was fine, the track good but not 
fast, the attendance large. Purse $2,000, and 
track premium 6750. Mollie gave Jake fourteen 
pounds, carrying 111 pounds, but Jake’s rider 
was three pounds over weight. In the pools 
Mollie was the favorite at two to one. 

In the first beat Mollie had the pole, and 
started slightly in the lead, retaining it through- 
out, and running easily. The first quarter was 
made in 27%; the half in 5544; mile, 1:50; 
second quarter, 2:24; half, 2:51; Molliecross- 
ing the score a length ahead, in 3:45%4. 

It was evident that Mollie couid have made 
the heat several seconds quickerif pusbed. The 
pools between beats sold about ten to one in 
favor of Mollie. 

In the second heat Mollie led by a length at 
the first turn, and three lengths at the foot of 
the back stretch, but at the quarter, m 
27 seconds, Jake was nearly alongside; the 
half was made in 53; Mollie was two lengths 
ahead, increasing to five lengths at the head of 
the stretch, but at the mile, in 1:46%, Jake was 
but one length behind, under the whip, Mollie 
running without much effort. At the second 
quarter, n 2:14, Mollie was leading by four 
lengths, Jake laboring. The half was made in 
2:42, the mare five lengths abead at the turn, 
Jake’s rider giving him the whip and spur. 
Jake closed up to Mollie’s quarters, but, swing- 
ing into the home stretch, the mare was let out 
down the stretch very fast. Jake was pushed 
to his utmost, but Mollie closed the score in 
3:88, six lengths ahead, winning the race and 
money.

851; Great Britain, 2,752,500; and Italy, 1,196,- 
728. Compared witn the area of the several 
countries, Great Britain takes first rank. There 
241 kilometre Great Britain has 
eight rses; Germany, six; Austria, five; 
France, five and three-quarters; Italy. four; and 
Russia, three. As compared with the popuia- 
tion, thefe are to every 1,000 persons in Russia 
227 horses; in Austria, 108; in Great Britain, 
eighty-three ; in Germany, eighty-one ; in France, 
eighty ; and in Italy, forty-five. 


CHICAGO AS A COTTON MARKET. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, March 2.—This is a momentous 
question, which, no doubt, will bear investiga- 
tion, and one which may materially enhance the 
interest and general prosperity of our city, and 
which, if properly carried out, wil) be but an- 
other step in the inevitable march of commer- 
cial superiority which Chicago is destined to 
assume, and which soon would place her at the 
head of all commercial centres, 

Look at St. Louis. Not more than four years 
ago she received but little cotton for sale; to- 
day, through enterprise and judicious invest- 
ment of but little capital, she controls the saie 
of nearly 200,000 bales per annum. Take the 
value of a bale to be $50, this represents a trade 
of nearly ten millions of dollars. A staple rep- 
resenting stich an amount would increase the 
clearings of our banks more than thirty millions; 
and the handling of the cotton will leave to the 
city a profit of $2.50 per bale for storage, dray- 
age, weighing, insurance, and commission. 

By introducing this branch of the trade into 
our .city, the producer and shipper of the staple 
will be brought into closer connection with our 
merchants and the trade in general, The South- 
ern merchant will prefer to buy his wares in the 
market where he sells his cotton; and Chicago, 
now at the bead of the grain and provision trade 
of the world, would also soon be at the head of 
the grocery, dry goods, and boot and shoe trade, 
and all kinds ef manufacture, and would mate- 
rially assist in giving employment to the unem- 
ployed masses, and help them to emerge from 
their present depressed condition. 

Everything # thereiore in favor of the intro- 
duction of this trade here. The railroad con- 
nections with all the roads tapping the districts 
in the Southwestern cotton belt are offering 
every facility, and satisfactory arrangements 
could be made for Chicago; the Mobile & Ohio, 
Mississippi Centrai, Iron Mountain, Kansas & 
Texas, and Cairo & Fulton would be the great 
feeders to the Illinois Central, and run through 
the best cotton districts of the South. Rates 
Kast or to Europe are in our favor, comparing 
with other competing points, and will be more 
so whenever lake navigation permits shipments 
by that route. 

It takes but little to bring the introduction of 
this subject to a brilliant issue,—enterprise and 
energy, and but small capital,—and our mer- 
chants and capitalists should unite in an effort 
to obtain for Chicago this great trade. 

To place Chicago as a cottom market promin- 
ently before the Southern shipper of the staple, 
would require but a few commercial travelers 
with Chicago pluck, and I have no doubt 50.000 
bales would be secured the firet vear. There is 
no probability of a loss. Advances are made of 
two-thirds of the amount of shipment, bili of 
lading attached. Cotton leaves in remnants 
can at any time be sold, and, besides, would 
give an additional amount of exchange. home as 
well as foreign, to our banks. 

The first step neccessary for the establishment 
of a cotton market here will be to call a meeting 
of our prominent merchants and manuſactugers 
to discuss the subject and devise way 
means by which the inauguration of a Chicago 
Cotton Exchange shall be an established iact on 
the opening of the next season, say September 
the Ist. 

As a merchant, I will gladly spend some of 
my time and means for the advancement and 
prosperity of our city, and shall feel pleased to 
hear what the business community io 1 
have to say. . G.

Panis, Feb. 15.—Not a week passes now but 
we have tochronicle the death of some celeb- 
rity. Yesterday, it was Victor Emmanuel; 
to-day, Pope Pius and Claude Bernard; to-mor- 
row, it may be the turn of Garibaldi and of an- 
other veteran of the Italian wars, Marshal 


Baraguay d' Hilliers. Misfortunes, it is certain, 
seldom come singly. When the Reaper sets to 
work in this wholesale fashion, it is almost won- 
derful that we find time to mourn all of even 
his greatest victims. Yet somehow we do find 
time. The black drapery so lately taken from 
the walls of the stately Madeleine has aot been 
allowed to molder in the storehouse of the 
Pompes Funebres! Victor Emmanuel has 
had the benefit of it, and now it 
has been called once more into use 
todo honor to his arch-rival. The other day, 
we sang a King’s dirge; this morning, we sang 
a Pope’s. equiescat in pace, amen. 80 passeth 
away the glory! 

When I reached the 

PLACE DU PARVIS NOTRE DAME 
at about 11 to-day, the vast open space which 
now stretches in front of the Cathedral, from 
the new Hotel Dieu to the river, and from 
the church itself to the immense buildings of 
the Prefecture de Police, was already alive and 
bustling. The scene was admirably fitted tothe 
occasion, and of a nature to impress one deeply, 
even though one were a heretic. What a change 
has been wrought in this ancient corner of Paris 
by the removal of that hideous old rookery 
which formerly did duty as the Hotel Dieu! At 
last the outlines of the beautiful Cathedral 
are revealed to us, after having been half-hidden 
away for centuries. Nothing now stands be- 
tween the Place St. Michel and the Parvis to 
hinder the full enjoyment of the simple but 
noble pile. Simple, of course, in a relative 
sense. If you come to questions of detail, you 
will see that the securing simplicity is the result 
of infinite variety barmonized by the art of a 
master-hand. There are few sights more curi- 
ous than the grotesque carvings adorning the 
exterior, and especially the twin towers of 
Notre Dame. Allthe morbid invention of the 
old monks has been lavished upon them. Hor- 
rible monsters grin at you from every corner- 
stove. Here a devil, and there a hellish 
hound, starts into relief as the light plays 
upon the gray walls and galleries. 
They mock you at every angle, and give you 
fiendish welcome at every turn. But all these 
horrors biend into 
ONE MASS OF BEAUTY 

seen from a littie distance,—down below in the 
Place,—from which, by-the-by, I perceive I have 
wandered. 

Eleven o’clock. Crowds of curious spectators 
line the mighty quadrangle. Other crowds stand 
patiently, as only Frenchmen can or will, wait- 
ing for the doors to open. Many waitea from 
10 till 12, and did not getinto the church after 
all, though there was room for a thousand; and 
I dare say, had I been foolish enough to unitate 
their patience, I should have fared as badly. All 
the best seats, in the galleries, nave, and choir, 
were reserved for persons and personages with 
tickets. I had neglected to get one, so for 
a good half-hour I had to endure the contume- 
ly of officials, the refusals of contemptuous 
myrmidous, and the petty aggravations, in a 
word, of that most odious of human institu- 
tions, rampant French Administration. In the 
course of my pilgrimage from one liveried un- 
deriing to another in quest of the indispensa- 
ble ticket, I bad excellent opportunities, as 
you may imagine, of observing the people 
and the church from countless points 
of view. Aud, mind you, it was no 
such easy thing to dodge amongst the 
prancing horses of the cavalry which occu- 
pied the Place, and to escape the hurry- 
ing wheels of the carriages which kevt 
driving uv and off again as fast as they could be 
emptied of their loads. 

While I raged furiously outside the forbidden 
gates, anumber of Senators and Deputies en- 
tered, and took their allotted seats; then the 
Ambassadors, the officers of the Marshal-Presi- 
dent’s household, a knot of gorgeous Generais 
and Colonels, ablaze with gold-lace, arrived; 
and presently an odd-looking group of very 
fussy and important old gentlemen, wearin 
long red gowns (like those of the British Peers 
and those absurd hats called togues, which are 
the French substitutes for the equally absurd 
barristers’ wies worn in England. These last 
arrivals were the.Judges and high legal func- 
tionaries of the Court of Cessation and-so-forth. 
I suppose there must have been some hundreds 
of them altogether. Collectively they made

in the picture; but, taken individually, I am 
fain to confess, they were not exactly imposing. 

The front of the Cathedral, from the ground 
to the bottom of the carved gallery above the 
three great porches, was hung with white and 
biack cloth, adorved with three great escutch- 
eons bearing the Pontifical arms. Far up in the 
Tower, Quasimodo and bis men were tolling the 
big Bourdon. As the dull, solemn sounds 
of the fuueral-knell floated 
over the city, other 
till the air was heavy ; 
And all this while, of curse, I was waiting 
hopefully for the spirit to move some official to 
admit me. The spirit was most unresvonsive; 
bat thanks partly to a stratagem, and partly to 
the courtesy of a superior undertaker, eventu- 
ally I did get in. The sight that greeted me on 
entering I shall never forget, I think. 

The churen was completely changed. 
and arches disappeared under sable cloth and- 
velvet. The nave, from the organ to the end of 
the choir, was hung with black and silver. From 
the top of ten monster silver candlesticks flick- 
ered a mysterious green fame.

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BAR ASSOCIATION. 

A REGULAR MEETING 
of the Bar Association was held- yesterday after- 
noon, Vice-President W. H. King in the Chair. 
An application for admission was received and put 
over under the rules. 
The question of allowing unauthorized persons 
to practice in courts of the county was taken up, 
and the Secretary made a report covering his corre- 
spondence with the Hon. J. A. Jameson, at pres- 
ent sitting as Judge of the Criminal Court, regard- 
ing his allowing Col. McClanahan to practice in his 
court. After an animated and lengthy discussion 
the subject was postponed to the next meeting. 
Mr. J. Lyle King moved that the Committee on 
Amendment be instructed to consider amendments 
to the jury law, and report to the Associatio... 


Carrie, 
Mr. Crawford moved a resolution that the same 
Committee consider the subject of so amending the 
law that trials should be before the Court unless a 
jury was demanded. 
Judge Wilson, from the Committee on Legal 
Education, reported that the Committee had had 
several meetings, but were not sure as to what 
subject should be taken. They had discussed sev- 
eral matters, among others the fact thatthe Bar as 
a whole seemed to suffer in comparison with other 
professions and with the Bar in Engiand. This 
state of things grewoutof the ease with which 
men were admitted to the Bar. He therefore 
thought thata proper subject for the Association 
to consider was the examinations which preceded 
admission to the Bar. The examination in this State 
was a farce, as every one knew. He referred to the fact 
that the met nod used before the Supreme Court was 
entirely insufficient. The admission depended 
upon an examination lasting, for a class of a score, 
perhaps half an hour, so that only a few questions 
could asked each one. It was proposed to re- 
move the examination from the Supreme Court to 
the Appellate Court. This the speaker considered 
a step backward, because it was likely that the 
examination would become more localized. He 
related the incident of a pettifogger who was un- 
able to get into the profession, but who was re- 
— that the examinations were to be put in the 
nds of the Appellate Court, because, as he ex- 
pressed it, Morphy would let him in.” The 
suggestion which the Committee made was 
for a Board of Examiners from each 
county, to whom the applications were 
referred, as in the State of Massachusetts. 
The mode was written by examination, ana it was 
very thorough. This system would not do as it 
stood, because there were some countiesin this 
State where there were not enough good lawyers to 
make a rd. The Committee added that they 
thought in thie State there might be a half-dozen 
Boards, —one in each of the principal cities of the 
State. In this way the eyil of indiscriminate ad- 
mission could be checked. 

Mr. Henry Strong said that there wasn't such 
necessity fora larger Bar as would oblige the ad- 
mission to be iowered. Evidently the Bar in the 
West was not-up to the standard that should be re- 
quired. The highest standard be knew was in the 
State of Massachusetts. He had seen some of 
the examination-papers of the Harvard Law Col- 
leze, and had taken occasion to bring them before 
an assembly of prominent lawyers, and they had 
found many hard questions among them. The 
speaker then presented the following resolutions: 

Wuereas, The present method of examination of 
candidates for admission to the Bar of this State is no- 
toriously defective and whollv inadequate, and as a 
consequence, Many persons not learned in the law are 
licensed as attorneys and counsellors, and thereby our 
profession and the public are alike injured; 

s2slved, That the Supreme Court be requested to 
change the method of such examinations as follows: 

1. 10appoint three of the musi learudd aud compe- 
tent members of the Bar, resident in each of the foliow- 
ing cl.ies: Caoicago, Freeport, Ottawa. Peoria, Quincy. 
Springfield, Mt. Vernon, and Cairo, as Boards of Exam- 
mers in such cliles, the appointees resident in each 
city upon accepting the appointment constitute a 
separate Exam nation Board, with power to examine 
ail „ for aimission to the Bar. 

2. Every person hereafter appiying either to the 
Supreme or Appellate Court for aumission tothe Bar 
soall be required to produce either in person or by 
attorney the certificate of two members of the Exam- 

ong Sere resident nearest the place of residence 
certifying that he has been by them carefully and 
thoroughly examined in ali of the branches of the law; 
that they are legally advised of the age and good moral 
character of the applicant, and recommend his admis- 
sion to the Bar, 

3. If the Court order the admission of {the applicant 
the Court shall furnish him witha copy of such order, 
which upon being presented in person by the holder 
to any court of record, and the usual oath administered 
to him, heshall thereby be admitted to the Bar of tne 


state. 

Mr. Goudy moved that the resolutions be printed 
and sent to each member. 

Mr. A. B. Mason though that the examinations 
before the Supreme Court should be maintained.

A correspondent sends to Tux Trisuns the fol- 
low!ng tax-vill, which he says illustrates the ne- 
cessity for paying taxes when they are due, and also 
the workings of the revenue system:

He adds that if the owner had not subdivided 
the land into lots his tax would have been, includ- 
ing the interest and costs, less than $3. if not paid 
until now. He asks if it would not be fair and 
equitable to advertise under one description so 
long as the whole property subdivided remains in 
the hands of the person making the subdivision, 
or owing all the blocks? Aliso whether entire 
blocks are not as easily described as single lots! 
He thinks 2,400 per cent costs could scarcely be 
contemplated by any rule of law or equity. 

A reporter handed this bill to Mr. Greenleaf, Col- 
lector of South Park assessments, yesterday, and 
asked him to — it. 

*: Tnat is easily done, said he. Judgment 
was rendered against the lots and they were for- 
feited to the State. We paid out that $43.44 to the 
County Collector for advertising them. I hbavcn't 
returned them the second time because I wanted to 
give the owner a chance to redeem. If 24 cents a 
lot was added, it might be more than they were 
worth. One man was in here the otner day who 
had to pay 880 costs. If he had paid in the firat 
place he would have saved 370. 

I this land had not been subdivided what 
would have been the costs? 

‘* Thirty-two cents. 

Does the law require every lot to be adver- 
tised?”’ 

It did at that time. Property can be adver- 
tised in Diocks if the owner notifies the Assessor 
to assess itin blocks. Butif he fails to do so the 
Assessor is required to make the assessment on 
blocks. 

It isn’t necessary, then, to vacate a subdivis- 
ion in order to lessen the tax?“ 

No. But if one lot has been sold, —has chang- 
ed hands,—that takes the subdivision out of the 
statute. It is just as easy to descrive a block as 
a single lot, bat the law must be complied with. 

Owners of intact sudiiivisions will doubtiess 
convert their lots into acre property again, in view 
of the costs in case of delinquency. As long as 
subdivisions remain on record, or they negiect to 
notify the Assessor to assess in blocks, they have 
no ground for complaint. 

TAX LITIGATION. 

The applicants to get the one-sixth discount on 
their taxes came in rapidly. Yesterday there 
were four, the first being Carson, Pirie, Scott & 
Co. They were taxed $2,380.69 on an original 
valuation of $30,000, and they ask fag the usual 
injunction. 

Joseph Ulimann is taxed $1,613.04 ona vaiua- 
tion by the Assessor of $20,250, and he wants to 
get out of paying $268.65 of this tax. 

Burley & Tyrrell claim that they should have a 
redaction of $199.14 made on their tax of $1. - 
194.85, the assessment or valuation of their prop- 
erty being only $15,000 originaliv. An inijunc- 
tion was issued, as asked, under a bond for 8400. 

Messrs. Rogers and Appleton, attorneys, flied 
another bill yesterday in the Superior Court in 
behalf of the following firms, to restrain the col- 
lection of the one-sixth of the South Town tax

The indictment returned yester- 
day, however, is founded on entirely new evidence, 
which would seem to reflect terribly on Woods anu 
Kellogg, and from which any number of affidavits 
by jurors cannot save them, The evidence is un- 
derstood to show that Woods and Keliogg never 
examined into the condition of the Protection at 
all, but got all their figures and information from 
employes of the ompany, and that the 
onl book either of them saw was 3 
** doctored"? ledger, which had been eepeciaily 
repared for them. This charge was corroborated 
by the revort they made, which was also in evi- 
dence, which does not compare with the books in 
any particular, but on the contrary shows that the 
Examiners figured out the assets of the concern as

THE FASHIONS, » 
WHAT is WORN IN PARIS. 
New York Times, | 

Dark dresses have up to the present time been 
in general use for evening wear. Such combina- 
tions as brown or black velours cisele” com- 
bined with satine in bright contrasting colors 
are preferred. Satin is more used than any 
other material. Moire antiques are again con- 
ing into use: they can be combined with plain 
velvet, the figured velvet being more suitable 
for@atin. 

A combination of old historical styles with 
the fashions of the present day is becoming very 
prevalent. The large court habit is now worn 
over a tight-titting skirt, while formerly it was 
worn over a very full one. A toilet of this kind, 
which has just been completed in Paris, has an 
underskirt of pink satin. It is veryftightfiting- 
and puffed, the puffs forming diamonds.: The 
train and large court habit are of pink moire 
antique, shading off silver, and trimmed with 
bands of pink maraboyt, with smali rosebuds 
and green and black leaves placed in bunches 
here and there. Very few of the rich eVtning 
dresses are made without bands of either flow- 
ers or feathers. The flowers serve admirably for 
the scarfs when combined with small bunches 
to match, and give a great deal of character to 
the rich, heavy dresses now worn. Flowers are 
equally indispensable with gauze and light 
suits. 

Among the t fabrics in use are satin striped 
grenadines, with gold or silver intermixed; gazes 
de sole, with satin and broche stripes; white and 
black grenadines striped with satin and silver or 
gold faconne. 

For house-wear, many dresses have the fronts 
in contrasting colors. A dress just finished for 
a Parisian bridal trousseau is of ruby-pink ar- 
mure, trimmed with three rows offshell-shaped 
valenciennes lace, opening over a pale pink skirt. 
The sleeves are short to the elbow and trimmed 
with lace. 

Some walking-suits are now made with long, 
plaited skirts, with the piaits fastened down 
underneath. The long waist bas a plaited pias- 
tron, with “directoire’’ revers, forming a square 
in the neck. The collar is trimmed with lace. 
A fine white eng | ne ee fichu completes the 
waist trimming. sleeves have lace to match, 
and on the inside of the sleeve is a fine linen 
plaiting. Another style of dress now adopted 
consists of a brown velvet train-skirt, with the 
lower part plaited in hollow plaits. The gray 
cachemire dress is closed half-way down the 
front by me small, flat, gilded buttons. 
It is taken back m front, with the points fasten- 
& on the sides, and lined with velvet matching 
the skirt. This dress is in the same 


way in the back. It is called the Lavandiere. 


Anotner style of a toilet is gotten up by having 
the body of the suit cut in Princesse shape, and 
closed f-way down the front by means of 
small buttons. The two front pieces separate, 
showing a supplementery apron made of au- 
other material to that of the remainder of the 
dress, and covered with narrow ‘‘frou-frou”’ 
flounces. The train is arranged to correspond 
with the front of the skirt. A “frou-frou.”’ 
flounce trims the sides like the trimming on the 
lower part of an ordinary skirt, and serves to 

in the front and back group of flounces. The 

rders of the dress proper are trimmed with 
fringe surrounding the apron and train. This 
trimming makes one part of the skirt perfectly 
independent of the remaiwder of the dress. 
This suit can be of velvet and faille, trimmed 
with rich fringe ana beaded buttons; for less 
dressy purposes, of faille and taffetas, ana for 
ordinary occasions of woolen goods. 

A very fashionable trimming consists at pres- 
ent of failie or ribbon arranged in perfectly flat 
loops on the borders of the dress, and those of 
the outer garments corresponding.

“Clio,” the last product of Bartley Camp- 
bell’s facile pen, isa story of Italy in the fif- 
teenth century. It is the romance of an artist’s 
life, and, if there is anything at all didactic in 
it, shows the emptiness of fame, and the value 
of an unselfish devotion. In going to Italy for 
his scene and subject, Campbell has doubt less 
been, influenced by what Hawthorne has said: 
Romande and poctry, ivy lichens and wall- 
flowers, need ruins to make them grow.“ 
There is about this land of ours a newness and 
commonplace discouraging to poetic flights. 
The Old World has been mellowed by time, and 
this, as well as distance, lends enchantment to 


the view. 

Mr. Campbell dec “Clio” to be his best 
literary effort, and in v enthusiastic moods 
calls it “an American classic.“ How far the 
public will bear him out in this exalted notion 
of his bantling's worth, this week will deter- 
mine. There is a strong tendency to soar into 
— in this dramatist’s compositions which 

as been repressed by the narrow confines of 
the society play, and Clio has afforded him 
a free opportunity. It is to be hoped the winged 
steed will not off the dramatic interest, 
or rob Campbell of his chief charm,—that ot 
dramatic movement. Whatever else can be 
laid to the charge of the autnor ot Fate” and 
„Peril,“ his construction, ina theatric sense 
at least, cannot be denied. 

To epitomize the storyin a paragraph: A 
sculptor named Fabian picks up a little girl in 
the streets of Rome, whom he finds begging for 
a witless father, and gives them boch a shelter. 
When the girl ripensinto womanhood she serves 
him for a model of Clio, which he hopes to bring to 
the notice of the Medici, and secure lasting fame 
thereby. Unconsciously the scuiptor and his 
model have conceived: an attachment for each 
other, which is interrupted by the machinations 
of an adopted daughter of a French Duchess, 
then ent in Italy, who offers him a position 
at the Court of France, if he will go there. He 
refuses at first; but the wicked woman con- 
vioces him, through an accomplice, that his 
model is a wanton, and so he casts her off, and 
declares for France and fame. 

In the next act Fabian has attained to his am- 
bition. He has all the rewards of fame, but 
finds glory does not mean happiness. To add 
to his cup of bitt his model, who has been 
a sort of modern Penelope, appears at court as 
a woman of the world, scorning hi- work, and 
weaving ber meshes around the King. Stung to 
frenzy he insults the court, and * the

The actress’ en- 
tire method—that grand summing ~ 4 of her meth- 
od as an artist which we call her styfe—may re- 
fore be described as highly intelligent, refined, and 
tasteful. 

An observer, who is not so much occupied 
with the true inwardness of her art, comes out 
in this glowing delineation of her costume in 
the fourth act of Camille: 

lt is a ball-dress from Worth, a princesse of 
pearl-colored satin.

the back to the drapery, which is placed low on 
the skirt and falls in festoons on the plaited fan 
train. This drapery is edged round with fringe of 
pale pink lilies of the valley, with heading of dark 
green leaves. The necklace is uf strings of pearls 
with diamond pendant. A bunch of roses is wort 
at thé dust. and diamonds sparkle in the hair. 
Peari gloves, with broad Etruscan bands, and 
pearl slippers complete one of the loveliest toilets 
ever seen on the stage in this country. The fifth 
dress for the death scene is a simple robe de cham- 
bre of dotted Swiss. trimmed with real lace.

THE DELUGE. 
We have had the deluge, both allegorically 
and really, The rain continued to fall without 
intermission until the Ast. Sacramento is yet 


safe, but Washington, a little city, its neighbor, 
is in ten feet of water, and Grand island, a col- 
onized island in the Sacramento River, is com- 


pletely submerged. 

Grand Island is sixteen miles long and four 
miles in width.
